Sand Trap to Ald River Spawning Areas 


Preparations are now underway, with major work scheduled 
for Monday & Tuesday of next week, for digging of a sediment trap 
in the AuSable River near the fish hatchery. 

According to Bill Buc of the DNR Fisheries Division, dredging 
next week will deepen the river about three feet along a 150’ stretch 
of the east branch to trap sand currently being carried down- 
stream, 

Buc said the trap will slow the water velocity and allow sand to 
settle out. If allowed to continue downstream, Buc said the sand 
could settle and act as a deterrant to spawning areas in the river’s 
mainstream. 

The work next week could result in some muddying of the 
waters, Buc said, who assured the condition will be only tem- 
porary, Spoils from the project will be removed as soon as the work 
is complete, he added. 

The work is a DNR Fisheries Division project. 


Busy Week for Sheriff Personnel 


According to Sheriff Joe White, county-wide breaking and en- 
tering complaints are on the increase with a total of sixteen investi- 
gated last week. White said 10 were reported during the previous 
week. Persons observing unusual or suspicious behavior are asked 
to report the incidents to the sheriff’s office where the information 
will be kept confidential. 

Sheriff’s deputies investigated 76 complaints during the busy 
week and the ambulance was called out on twelve occasions, six in- 
volving personal injury accidents including two. rollovers. Six lar- 
ceny complaints were lodged, one involving a hoat. 

Four property damage accidents were reported, one a 
car/deer mishap, and three malicious destruction of property 
cases were reported. 

Deputies were called out on three family/civil disputes, and a 
similar number of times to quiet raucous parties. A myriad of other 
violations were investigated, including incidents of harassment, 
prowlers, reckless driving, shoplifting, drunk driving, assault, and 
resisting a police officer. 

Three fire investigations were conducted, one missing person 
report was filed and officers were called out on one occasion when 
an alarm was activated.

Step 1 required the attention 
of each K-12 teacher who 
teaches reading and math. In- 
structors poured over the objec- 
tive list tagged ‘“‘high-risk”’ and 
confirmed its validity. 
Teaching methods were studied 
and compared. A more refined 
set of objectives emerged. 

Step 2 called for the 
discussion of current individual 
teaching techniques, with in- 
structors comparing notes to 
see if  already-identified 
problem areas were being ad- 
dressed. Alternatives were 
reviewed and further needs for- 
mulated. Key-linkers  coor- 
dinated the effort. 

The final stage of develop- 
ment was preparation of a final 
report, a collective effort to at- 


tack the problems, including ~ 
alternative methods and sub- ‘ 
stitute approaches to solving © 
the questionable areas. It ' 


became a customized plan that 


culminated from input offered ~ 


by all the teachers involved. 


Ingvarsson notes that about . 


50 teachers played a part in 
developing the program. The 
plan to improve reading levels 
is set for implementation in the 
fall. And orily final touches are 
required to have the math- 
irmprovement program ready 
for use when school starts in 
September. 

To be sure the plan of attack 
was sound, Ingvarsson called in 
8 consultant to review its con- 
tents. Satisfied that the contents 
of the plan addressed the prob- 
lems revealed by the test 
results, he gave the final 
product his stamp of approval. 

Ingvarsson said a teaching 
workshop is planned for early 
September to prepare a system 
for evaluating the results of the 
effort. It will contain periodic 


| methods of assessing levels of 


improvement and implemen- 
ting changes if necessary. 
Ingvarsson, who coordinated 


the effort from the start, said it 


will provide a framework to 
employ in other prablem areas 
should they develop in the 
future. He added it represents 
completion of one of the overall 
Objectives established by Dr. 
William Diedrich after 
assuming the Superintendent’s 
post.

Bank to Help 
Certain Forest 


Fire Victims 


Washington D.C.—A Mio area 
bank has agreed to provide 
loans for certain victims of the 
Huron National Forest fire. 

In making that announce- 
ment, Congressman Bob Davis 
encouraged potentia) borrowers 
to contact the Mio branch of the 
Roscommon State Bank for 
more details. Loans would be 
for nine months at a 10 percent 
interest rate and would be 
available to credit-worthy per- 
sons. 

The bank is located at 122 
South Morenci Street in Mio. 

“These loans are for up to 
$2,500,"" Davis said. ‘‘And they 
have great potential for getting 
fire victims back on their feet at 
least on an interim basis. I 
would also encourage people to 
file claims with the Forest Ser- 
vice, which has been very 
cooperative.” 

National Forest Service offi- 
cials in Cadillac have already 
received 49 claims, according to 
Jim Price, an administrative 
officer. A test case now pending 
before the Justice Department 
should be settled soon and will 
determine who is liable for the 
claims. 

Should the Justice Depar- 
tment find the Forest Service 
responsible, the claim payment 
process will begin. Then 
payments will probably he 
available within two or three 
weeks after each claim is ap 
proved, Price said. 

The major forest fire, the 
worst in the state since 1977, 
destroyed 25,000 acres of cen- 
tral Michigan timberland in 
May. A 30-square mile area in 
Oscoda, Alcona and Ogemaw 
Counties was affected.

He had those young people in the palm 
of his hand that evening, and in such a 
casual, offhand, informal, lowkeyed man- 
ner that they really didn’t know they 
were being inspired, but they were...and 
so was I. 

I said hello to Gordie Howe after the 
banquet, and congratulated him on his 
talk. Again, nothing memorable occurred 
between us. But I remember Gordie 
Howe, too...not as an athlete, not as a 
hockey player, nor as a record holder, but 
some ne who, through his own personal 
exaim)..e and through his words, delivered 
a very worth-while message to young 
people, and got it across to them in an 
impressive way. 

Even at that time, a few years back, I 
was already a tough, cynical, hardbitten 
newspaperman, who had been around the 
course a time or two, and | was difficult 
to impress. I still am. 

But Gordie Howe impressed me then, 
and he still does, and that’s how I 
remember Gordie Howe.

‘Foodaholic’ 


Viv Nichols, 


Viv Nichols, former Grayling 
resident and WGRY Talk Show 
host, was featured in a May 7th 
Romeo Observor newspaper ar- 
ticle which was __ entitled, 
“Vivian, The Store of a Fooda- 
holic,’’ written by News Editor 
Marianne Jordan. 

The story was written about 
her courageous fight to lose 
weight after she had eaten her- 
self up to a hefty 285 pounds, 
and was unable to buy clothes 
big enough to wear. In one of the 
newspaper quotes, Viv was 
quoted as saying, “I’d eat any- 
thing that wasn’t moving.” 

In the candid story, Viv tells 
how her struggle resulted in a 
weight loss of 190 pounds, and 
how a doctor’s warning sent her 
to the hospital for a bypass 
operation to achieve her goal. 

The surgery three year’s ago 
was performed in Pontiac while 
Viv was still a Grayling 
resident. Several months ago 
she moved to Utica with her 
son, Michael. 

But for her Grayling friends, 
the story continues beyond the 
success of the weight loss. Viv 
tells in the article about prob- 
lems that occured with the tre- 
mendous drop in weight. She 
says her body shrank but her 
skin did not. 

“My arms had been the size 
of hams and now there was all 
this loose skin. I had a hanging 
apron of skin around my mid- 
dle...it was just huge. After the 
fat disappeared it was like 
being left with 40 pounds of 
warm jello hanging off my 
body.” 

The story goes on as follows. 
It was then she remembered an 
interview she had done on the 
Grayling Radio station with an 
expert from the Burn Center of 
the Ann Arbor Hospital. 

The expert had explained how 
there was a great need for skin 
donatiovs for burn patients and 
she had jokingly offered to 
donate some of hers. ‘‘Why I’ve 
got enough to reupholster most 
of Detroit,’’ she had quipped. 

Viv pursued the possibility of 


donating excess skin and her of- 


fers were taken seriously by the 
Chelsea Hospital in Ann Arbor. 
Not long Viv underwent surgery 
for the skin removal and just 
prior to the May 7th Observor 
article, had 70 staples removed 
which were required during the 
operation. 

“It was strange at first, going 
to bed and not having to adjust 
this layer of fat and skin that 
used to wrap itself around me 
like a tangled up nightgown,” 
she told the Observor reporter. 

The skin will be used for burn 
victims requiring transplants.
